1. How did you get your start in the speciai effects profes- 
sion? 

AFTER STUDYING PURE AND APPLIED SCIENCES IN COL- 
LEGE, I DECIDED TO TAKE A YEAR OFF BEFORE STARTING UNI- 
VERSITY IN PHYSICAL OPTICS (LASERS!). 


DURING THAT YEAR I DID SOME BODYGUARD WORK THAT 
LEFT ME PRETTY BORED SOME NIGHTS, IN THE CAR. STUM- 
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BLED ON THE MAGAZINE FANGORIA (WITH 
RAWHEAD REX ON THE COVER) AND DISCOV- 
ERED MAKE-UP EFFECTS. A BLEND BETWEEN 
SCIENCE AND ART 

DECISION MADE; NO UNIVERSITY; STARTED 
TO PLAY AROUND WITH FX AND PUT A PORT- 
FOLIO TOGETHER. THAT WAS 25 YEARS AGO.

Preparation 

1. Line cupcake tins with paper liners. Fill 
the liners two-thirds full with the batter. 
Place 1 marble or tinfoil ball between 
each liner and the tin. This $rill make a 
dent in your cupcake when it bakes to 
make it heart-shaped. Bake the cupcakes 
as directed in the recipe . If you are using 
marbles, be careful when removing the 
cupcakes from the tins because the mar- 
bles will be very hot. * 


2. With a small paring knife, cut out a cir- 
cle about the size of a dime in the center 
of each cupcake, going about two thirds 
of the way in. Pull the little plug of cake 
out. Cut off the top of this piece (about 1/2 
inch thick) and eat or discard the bottom. 
Use a teaspoon or a squeeze bottle to fill 
the hole partway with the strawberry Jelly 
''biood.” Put the little cake plug back in. 
Continue with the rest of the hearts. 


3. Put one third of the frosting into two 
separate bowls. Color one bowl of frosting 
witK the red food poloring. Tint the other 
bowl of the frosting blue. Tint the remain- 
ing two thirds'pink.
